The  Managers  of  the  Philadelphia  Society  for  the  Employment 
and  Instruction  of  the  Poor,'  present  the  19th  Annual  Report  of 
the  operations  at  the  House  of  Industry,  Catharine  Street  above 
7th,  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1866.  The  Board  thinking 
it  desirable  that  in  each  report  a  brief  account  of  the  nature  and 
scope  of  the  Institution  should  be  laid  before  the  public,  present 
the  following  sketch  of  its  operations  : 

For  the  sick,  the  Dispensary  gives  gratuitous  medical  advice, 
medicines,  and  the  kind  of  food  necessary  in  sickness.  The  fe¬ 
male  work-rooms,  generally  opened  through  the  winter,  when 
work  is  difficult  to  obtain,  give  to  the  poor  white  and  colored 
women  of  the  vicinity,  in  many  cases,  their  only  chance  of  de¬ 
cent  living  through  this  season.  The  industrial  schools  are  for 
the  children  of  poor,  intemperate,  or  careless  parents,  to  with¬ 
draw  them,  as  much  as  possible,  from  the  bad  associations  and 
influences  so  constantly  around  them.  The  House  itself  affords 
a  temporary  home  for  the  poor  mechanic  or  laborer  thrown  out 
of  work.  For  those  travelling  in  search  of  employment,  it  is  of 
special  advantage.  A  considerable  number  discharged  from 
prisons  are  received  ;  to  these,  such  an  asylum,  at  this  critical 
period  of  their  lives,  is  of  great  consequence. 

A  record  is  kept  by  the  Matron  of  every  person  received  into 
the  Hi  use;  giving  the  name,  age,  former  residence  and  occupa¬ 
tion.  The  number  of  persons  received  as  inmates  during  the 
past  winter  has  averaged  90  monthly.  They  receive  board  and 
lodging,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  are  assisted  in  getting  situations. 
The  usual  period  of  their  stay  is  from  five  to  ten  days.  No  in¬ 
toxicated  persons  are  admitted  ;  cleanliness  is  encouraged  among 
them  by  the  gratuitous  use  of  the  bathing  rooms  of  the  House ; 
and  good  order  is  enforced  by  the  Matron.  About  one-third  of 
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the  number  received  were  women.  Some  of  those  received  were 
discharged  from  prisons. 

During  the  severest  part  of  the  winter  the  House  is  always 
filled  with  numbers  of  the  poor,  homeless  and  unfortunate.  The 
bathing  and  washing  rooms  are  open  through  the  year,  supplied 
w  ith  bath-tubs,  warm  and  cold  water,  &c.  In  some  cases  a  trifling 
charge  is  made,  but  where  the  parties  are  unable  to  pay,  they 
are  allowed  the  free  use  of  these  rooms.  The  system  of  relief 
at  the  House  is  believed  to  be  comprehensive,  and  but  little  li¬ 
able  to  abuse.  By  many,  assistance  is  needed  from  sickness  or 
unexpected  misfortune ;  when  relieved,  they  are  soon  in  a  con¬ 
dition  again  to  help  themselves  ;  and  it  is  this  partial  help,  given 
at  a  critical  moment,  that  is  thought  to  be  one  of  the  chief  ad¬ 
vantages  of  the  House  of  Industry. 

As  usual,  a  large  amount  of  transient  aid  is  given  at  the  door 
to  many  who  do  not  become  inmates.  Breakfasts  of  bread  and 
coffee  are  given,  and  also  articles  of  clothing,  of  which  it  is  dif¬ 
ficult  to  keep  an  exact  account ;  260  persons  have  received  meals, 
and  about  87  garments  were  given  out. 

The  House  being  known,  to  some  extent,  as  a  temporary  home 
for  men  and  women  in  search  of  employment,  is  has  lately  been 
visited  by  many  persons  from  the  city  and  surrounding  country, 
who  are  in  want  of  farm  hands,  domestics,  laborers,  &c.  Several 
other  charitable  societies  have  sent  persons  to  remain  in  the  hall 
during  the  day,  in  readiness  to  receive  and  answer  such  applica¬ 
tions  ;  the  House  acting  thus  as  a  kind  of  free  intelligence  of¬ 
fice,  not  only  for  its  own  inmates,  but  for  other  respectable  poor 
applicants.  As  a  consequence  of  this  feature  of  the  Society 
becoming  better  known,  the  number  of  persons  who  have  obtained 
situations  from  the  House  is  much  greater  than  ever  before. 

The  whole  number  of  persons  admitted  as  inmates  during  the 
year  amounts  to  767.  They  received  board  and  lodging,  staying 
about  six  days.  In  addition  to  this  number,  the  children  of  the 
industrial  school  obtained  dinner  at  the  House  during  the  winter. 
Many  of  those  received  were  colored  soldiers  discharged  from 
Camp  Cadwallader ;  others  were  waiting  for  their  back  pay ; 
several  were  sent  by  General  Howard  from  the  Freedmen  s  Camp 
at  Washington,  under  the  charge  of  an  officer.  In  a  majority  of 
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cases  they  obtained  situations,  and,  whenever  heard  from,  are  re¬ 
ported  to  be  doing  remarkably  well,  and  giving  good  service  to 
their  new  employers.  These  were  all  colored  ;  the  large  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  inmates  were  white.  Many  were  sent  by  the  St. 
George  and  Albion  English  Societies,  by  the  Swiss  Consul  and 
the  Christian  Commission.  During  their  temporary  shelter  by 
the  House,  they  mostly  obtained  employment. 

The  female  sewing  rooms  were  not  open  during  the  past  year  ; 
most  of  the  old  women  of  the  neighborhood,  who  were  in  the 
habit  of  coming  during  the  winter  for  work,  have  died,  and  em¬ 
ployment  by  competent  sewers  is  now  generally  obtained  without 
much  difficulty  ;  whenever  it  may  become  necessary,  it  is  in¬ 
tended  to  continue  this  department  of  the  House  under  the  usual 
regulations. 

During  the  winter,  when  the  House  is  most  used,  its  daily  du¬ 
ties  are  somewhat  as  follows  :  The  inmates,  varying  generally 
from  30  to  50  in  number,  are  called  at  6|  by  the  officers  of  the 
establishment,  the  doors  of  their  dormitories  are  unlocked,  and 
from  the  washing  rooms  they  assemble  at  about  7  o’clock,  to 
breakfast  of  bread,  meat  and  coffee.  The  men,  and  most  of  the 
women,  go  out  to  look  for  work,  apply  for  situations,  &c.  Several 
of  the  women  remaining  assist  in  putting  the  rooms  in  order,  and 
wash  or  scrub  under  the  direction  of  the  Matron ;  others  are  in 
the  hall,  waiting  to  receive  persons  calling  in  search  of  domes¬ 
tics,  work  people,  &c.  At  12  dinner  is  given  to  such  as  remain, 
and  also  to  the  children  in  the  industrial  school.  Frequently 
the  hall  is  filled  with  persons  waiting  for  the  physician’s  visit, 
and  for  medicine  ordered  from  the  Dispensary.  All  the  inmates 
re-assemble  by  6  o’clock,  at  which  time  supper  is  given  of  bread, 
meat  and  coffee  ;  as  most  of  them  have  not  returned  to  dinner, 
the  evening  meal  is  more  substantial  than  would  otherwise  be 
given  them.  At  9  all  are  required  to  be  in  their  rooms,  and  the 
doors  are  locked.  New  arrivals  are  taken  to  the  bathing  and 
washing  rooms,  and  obliged  to  make  themselves  clean  before 
going  to  their  apartments. 

Religious  services  were  held  in  the  hall  on  Sabbath  evenings, 
conducted  by  members  of  the  Methodist  Church. 

But  a  part  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  is  represented  by 
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the  767  persons  registered  as  inmates.  1909  dinners  have  been 
given  to  the  school  children  ;  259  meals  have  been  given  to  per¬ 
sons  not  inmates,  making,  including  inmates,  a  total  of  9032 
single  meals  furnished,  and  3435  nights  lodgings.  6662  baths 
have  been  taken  by  inmates,  patients,  and  children  belonging  to 
the  two  schools  held  in  the  building.  From  10  to  12  gallons  of 
soup  have  been  made,  and  distributed  daily  during  the  winter  ; 
and,  since  the  first  of  the  year,  an  average  of  150  loaves  of  bread, 
weighing  five  pounds  each,  have  been  baked  in  the  House  weekly. 

The  Dispensary  has  been  in  active  operation  during  the  year, 
giving  medical  advice,  medicines,  and  the  kind  of  food  necessary 
in  sickness.  The  drug  store  is  in  charge  of  a  competent  resi¬ 
dent  apothecary,  and  an  adjoining  room  is  used  for  the  recep¬ 
tion  and  examination  of  patients  by  the  Physicians,  one  of  whom 
is  in  daily  attendance  for  an  hour ;  a  full  account  of  this  de¬ 
partment  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  Industrial  School  for  poor  white  children  has  been  open, 
as  usual,  through  the  year.  One  hundred  and  forty-three  names 
were  on  the  rod — 74  boys  and  69  girls.  The  condition  of  the 
greater  number  of  the  homes  of  the  children  visited  by  the 
teacher  has  been  that  of  great  destitution  ;  frequently  without 
fire  or  food.  Many  of  the  children  have  been  depending  for 
clothing  on  what  is  given  them  at  the  school.  Through  the  ex¬ 
ertions  of  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  committee,  material  for 
clothing  was  bought  and  made  up  by  the  scholars.  Several 
donations  of  clothing  were  also  received. 

An  Industrial  School  for  colored  children,  sustained  inde¬ 
pendently  of  this  Society,  continues  in  the  free  occupancy  of 
several  large  rooms  in  the  House.  It  is  believed  to  be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  large  colored  population  of  the  vicinity,  and  is  satis¬ 
factorily  taught  by  colored  teachers.  One  hundred  and  fourteen 
names  were  on  the  roll  book.  The  average  attendance  was  76  ; 
3120  baths  were  given  to  the  children  ;  101  garments  and  141 
pairs  of  shoes  were  distributed  among  them. 

The  House  has  been  kept  in  a  cleanly  and  well-ordered  con¬ 
dition  by  the  Matron  ;  and,  in  v^ew  of  the  amount  of  work  done, 
the  sum  paid  in  salaries  and  wages  has  been  very  small.  The 
help  of  the  inmates  is  required,  whenever  practicable,  in  assist¬ 
ing  the  officers  of  the  House.  Notwithstanding  the  most  eco- 
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nomical  use  of  the  means  entrusted  to  their  care,  the  Managers 
regret  to  state  that,  owing  to  the  high  price  of  provisions  and 
material  of  all  kinds  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  operations  of 
the  House,  their  funds  are  entirely  exhausted,  and,  as  will 
appear  by  the  Report,  the  Treasury  overdrawn. 

On  account  of  this  condition  of  their  finances,  the  Society  is 
again  compelled  to  appeal  to  the  public,  who  have  thus  far  so 
generously  supported  this  charity,  for  further  subscriptions,  in 
order  that  the  usefulness  of  the  Moyamensing  House  of  Industry, 
and  its  concomitant  charities,  may  not  be  curtailed  during  the 
coming  season  ;  and,  in  doing  this,  the  Managers  call  attention 
to  the  accompanying  statistics,  as  exhibiting  as  small  an  outlay 
for  the  amount  of  good  effected  as,  perhaps,  can  be  shown  by 
any  kindred  institution.  Donations  of  clothing,  provisions  and 
household  stores  of  all  kinds  will  be  thankfully  received  at  the 
House,  Catharine  Street,  above  Seventh,  or  will  be  sent  for  by 
the  Matron.

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Report  of  tjjc  gispensarn  Committee 

This  department  has  been  dispensing  medicines  and  medical 
advice  during  the  past  year  to  between  three  and  four  thousand 
poor  persons,  who  could  ill  afford  to  bear  the  expense  of  consult¬ 
ing  a  physician  who  charges  the  ordinary  fee,  or  of  purchasing  the 
remedies  prescribed  by  him.  A  large  proportion  of  the  patients 
were  females,  who  find  it  difficult  to  support  their  families  when 
in  health,  and  would  be  additionally  burdened  during  sickness, 
but  for  the  aid  rendered  by  this  Institution.  Clinics  have  been 
held  at  the  House  daily,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  two, 
by  Doctors  Perry,  Tyson  and  Ilickman,  to  whom  the  thanks  of 
the  Board  are  due  for  the  kind  and  untiring  attention  to  those 
unfortunates  who  came  under  their  care.  The  following  table 
exhibits  the  operations  for  each  month  : —

As  a  means  of  increasing  usefulness,  there  has  recently  been 
established  an  obstetric  department  for  giving  proper  professional 
attention  t  :>  such  poor  women  as  may  require  it,  free  of  expense  ; 
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and  Dr.  F.  n.  G-etchell  has  been  appointed  Physician  for  this 
branch  of  the  Dispensary. 

The  manufacture  of  most  of  the  medicinal  preparations,  the 
compounding  of  prescriptions  and  the  dental  operations,  have 
been  in  charge  of  Luther  D.  Jacobs  and  John  A.  Hunter,  who 
have  successively  filled  the  post  of  Resident  Apothecary  with 
satisfaction  to  the  Committee,  receiving  as  compensation  an  ex¬ 
perimental  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  and  the  comforts  of  a  home 
free  of  expense. 

The  actual  cash  outlay  in  carrying  on  this  department  for  the 
past  year  is  as  follows  : —

which  is  about  $140  less  than  for  1865,  although  there  were  353 
more  patients  prescribed  for,  and  567  more  prescriptions  put  up 
than  in  that  year.  The  liberal  donations  of  our  wholesale  drug¬ 
gists  have  materially  aided  the  Committee  in  the  economical 
management  of  the  concern.  Considering  the  usual  retail 
price  of  medicines,  and  the  ordinary  fee  of  the  physician,  we 
may  estimate  that  at  least  $5,000  have  been  saved  to  the  poor 
of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Dispensary.
